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Land Buying and Conservation 


The calendar of business of the state 


conservation commission at its most recent 
meeting demonstrated an aspect of affairs 
in the current conservation administration 
that continues to perplex and disturb us. 


It required several pages of closely 


written matter for the clerks of the de- 
partment to list all the propositions before 
the commission for approval, including sev- 
eral dozens of land acquisition proposals. 
The evidently endless appetite of the com- 
mission for the buying of land, everywhere 
and of every kind, is a phase of the con- 
servation program that we find difficult to 
understand. 


We are aware of the desire of great 


numbers of outdoors sportsmen of Wiscon- 
sin for the preservation of valuable game 
propagation and cover sites. It is perfectly 
evident that in the more populous sections 
of the state the competition for use of wild- 
life lands is such that there must be some 
public intervention to secure for the aver- 
age man the right to hunt the pheasant, rab- 
bit, grouse or whatever. It is also on the 
record that the people who buy the fishing 
and hunting licenses of Wisconsin are will- 
ing to pay for such programs. 


It is not so much the merit of the idea 


as the precipitate nature of the execution 
that concerns us.

St. Norbert Grows 


As St. Norbert college completes its six- 


tieth year, its authorities are making plans 
for an extension of facilities and services to 
provide better educational opportunities 
for the citizens of the Green Bay-De Pere 
area and northeastern Wisconsin. Its cam- 
paign should interest everyone who is con- 
cerned with the continuing need for such 
opportunities for the ever increasing num- 
ber of college-age young people. 


Wisconsin's Coordinating Committee on 


Higher Education advised, after some study, 
that the best way of continuing and raising 
the educational offerings of the state is to 
make use of present institutions. The part 
of the community college has also been 
emphasized, along with the increased per- 
centage of high school graduates who want 
to attend college, the need for more exten- 
sive instruction for jobs, and the growing 
demand of the nation for better educated 
people. St. Norbert authorities have under- 
stood these demands. The college has 
changed from its original conception as a 
training school for Roman Catholic priests 
to a liberal arts institution for both men and 
women with pre-professional qualifications 
as well. 


College authorities are first of all inter- 


ested in continuing to raise the quality of 
the educational offerings. A faculty fund is 
to be established, not only to provide high- 


must note some serious doubt that the 
commission has any rudimentary- idea of 
the value of the dozens of land pieces that 
are bought with such casualness every time 
the members sit down at a meeting at Madi- 
son.

natural resources conservation with the 
mechanical act of socializing land. There is 
a forbidding atmosphere of a real estate 
bureau in the conservation administration 
which has a S22 million budget for more 
constructive and imaginative «Rds.

The 


danger is. however, that op- 
position to a certain kind of 
censorship can lead to or he 
understood as opposition to 
all censorship. Vo one has 
ever denied the need for con- 
trol of communications to 
protect a nation m time of 
stress It would he hard to 
see how the same kind of 
control should be obiected to 
when there is danger to in- 
dividuals.

It is also a fact not neces- 
sary of demonstration that 
where there is no opposition 
to patently immoral enter- 
tainment or reading materi- 
al there is the equivalent (or 
at least it is construed as 
such) of tacit approval. If 
groups like the Legion of 
Decency had not been organ- 
ized long ago, it would be 
interesting to speculate how- 
low the level of movie offer- 
ings today might be.

1955 issue 
of Cross Currents: "The can- 
on of laws does not include 
all reality. Only a part of 
possible reality is or can be 
legally fixed . . . The law can 
make few precise regula- 
tions and usually does not go 
beyond fundamental indica- 
tions. Before the question, 
'What does God want me to 
do today,' the law code is a 
failure." 


It is to this question that
